The injantry consisted of the famous Second corps,
(Haoccek's ) and all prisoners concur in the statement,
that it numbered belween ten and twelve thonsand men.
They fcught more vallantly than the ¢ valry, but were
fiorily compei'ed to give way before the impetuouns dash
of the brave North Caroliniavs, aed although the en—
gagement did not beeome geseral until about 3 o'clock,
before night the entire corps were utterly routed and
fiyinz in wild confusion eest of the railroad in the di-
rection of Princs. George.

I'ney left ell of their killed and wounnded, over two
thounsand prisoners and nine pieces of cannon in our
possession. _

The enemy’s dead Iay thickly scattered in all direct-
ions Friday morning. Many of them had fallen be-
